Washington — President Hoover's 


comment on the O'Fallon decision of 
the supreme 
court 
of the United 


States, or at least his remarks on 
the effect of the decision, are so un- 
precedented that they carry an un- 
usual significance. 


Ordinarily a president of the "Uni- 


ted States does not discuss the pol- 
icies of the Interstate 
Commerce 


commission because it is a quasi- 
judicial body and ordinarily, also, no 
president is In a position to predict 
the course that'an Industry will take 
•when it has the right to determine 
for itself the prices 
that it will 


charge the public. 


But Mr. Hoover, not only because 


of his economic background but be- 
cause of his belief that the federal 
government is in large part respon- 
sible for the economic 
progress of 


the country, makes the 
statement 


that he is "confident that there -will 
be no increase 
in railway rates" 


largely because he wishes the rail- 
roads not to make such increases. 


CONSIDERED WARNING 


His confidence, in other words, is 


part of a gentle ' warning to the 
railroads that it would, be the" better 
part of wisdom not to"adopt a rate 
raising scheme 
which inevitably 


would provoke congress into a con- 
sideration of the .repeal of those sec- 
tions 
of the 
transportation act 


which have permitted the supreme 
court to view with favor the method 
of valuation espoused by the rail- 
roads.

A 
complete duplicate set of officers was 
elected by the 
faction headed by 


Frank E. and Charles F. Taplin in a 
rump session after a ten hour meet- 
ing last night. They claimed to have 
continued a meeting to elect 5 of 15 
directors, which had been adjourned 
by the group headed 
oy O. P. Van 


Sweringen. 


The controversy 
arose over the 


voting rights of prior lien stock, of 
which the Van Sweringens control a 
majority of the shares outstanding. 
Part of it is 
held 
by the Nickel 


Plate railroad, 
a Van fiweringen 


controled line, which has taken an 
appeal on an Interstate Commerce 
commission ruling ordering its dis- 
posal. The remainder is in the pos- 
session of the Alleghany corporation 
Van Sweringen 
holding company, 


which took over Wheeling and Lake 
Erie stock from trie New i'ork Cen- 
tral and the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
roads when they received a similar 
disposal order from the I. C. C. 


The Van Sweringen faction voted 


adjournment until Aug. 10 to await 
the I. C. C. ruling 
on the Nickel 


Plate appeal against the decision out- 
lawing its stock.' The Taplins imme- 
diately called their 
supporters into 


meeting, 
claiming 
control of the 


stock on the face 01 the I. C. C. or- 
der, and elected the new officers. Van 
Sweringen representatives appeared 
and protested the meeting but went 
unheeded. 


Counsel for 
the Van Sweringens 


then went before 
Common Pleas 


Judge Alvin J. Pearson and obtain- 
ed -an injunction .restraining'-the Tap- 
lin-electe'd. officers" from assuming' 
control of ^the road. A police guard 
was stationed at the Wheeling offices 
to protect the records.

Canton, China—G45)—A curious at- 


mosphere of mystery and intrigue 
exists today in south 
China, which 


lately has lent support to a strong 
belief among 
observers generally 


that the political future of the hos- 
tile Kwangtung and Kwangsi groups 
is likely to be full of surprises. 


The devious game of Chinese pol- 


itics seems to have taken an unex- 
pected turn in south China through 
the development of definite hostility 
between Chiang: Kai-Shek and Feng 
Yu-Hsiang in the north. 


These two leaders are the great op- 


posing: powers in 
China today. On 


their approaching- struggle depends 
the significance of the struggle be- 
tween the Kwangsi war lords and 
Cantonese leaders 
of Kwangtung 


province. 


It generally is thought that only 


the military power 
of Chiang KaU 


Shek so far has prevented the forma- 
tion of an alliance 
between 
the 


fighting 
Kangtung 
and Kwangsi 


groups 
under 
the old fivebarred 
flag. 


The support of these 
parties, if 


they form such an alliance, is ex- 
pected to go to Marshal Feng and to 
favor Peking as the capital of China 
against Nanking. 


The, Kwangsi leaders are consider- 


ed already favorable to the cause of 
Feng, while the situation in Kwang- 
tung is complicated by a strong ele- 
-ment sympathizing: with ICwangsI.

farm group including an amendment 
to raise the duly on butter from 12 
to 14 cents a pound; 
on potatoes 


from 50 to 75 cents a 100 pounds; on 
dried skim milk from 
1^4 to 25,2 


cents a pound, ana on blue grass seed 
from 2 to 5 cents a pound. 


One member said the committee 


also had drawn an amendment to 
place a duty of 10 per cent on hides, 
duties ranging- trom 12'^ to 30 per 
cent on various kinds of leather, and 
20 per cent on boots and shoes, all 
now on the free list. 


OTHER AMENDMENTS 


One amendment would provide a 


duty of 10 per cent ad valorem on 
hides, another would make leather 
dutiable at rates ranging from 12% 
to 30 per cent and a third would 
place a duty of 20 per cent on boots 
and shoes. 


The tariff bill as originally re- 


ported left these articles on the free 
list.

She told Mr. Kel- 
ly she had noticed a man at one of 
the windows working his arms for- 
ward and backward as though he 
rfight be sawing. 


Mr. Kelly thanked his informer 


and asked for her name, but she just 
smiled and walked off. 


The turnkey and the deputy sheriff 


f liuther Kemp, hurried to' the cell 


room and found the sawed bar.

BOTH DENY PLOT 


At first they were unable to find 


the saws. Questioning of Wing and 
Ahrens failed to bring forth any in- 
formation.

Among other things the historical 
collection includes old, newspapers, 
books, documents, original proclam- 
ations, hotel menus, documents and 
magazines from the administrations 
of all the presidents of the United 
States from Washington down to the 
present day. There is a copy of a 
newspaper printed on wall paper, an 
original revolver of C. Sharp's pat 
ent, 1859; a flag carried in the Civil 
"War by the Lawrence contingent; an 
original proclamation by President 
Grant; and a cabinet •which portrays 
an Indian settlement, with clay fig- 
ures, campfire, and a painted back- 
ground. 


The museum proper is an amazing 


collection of everything from birds, 
animals, minerals, 
jewels, butter- 


flies, and shells to Chinese antiquit- 
ies, antedated clothes, war relics and 
•water from the Atlantic ocean. The 
shell collection, 
numbering 
some- 


where around 22,000,, is one of the 
most complete in. this part of the 
country, and the mineral exhibits 
present an array that would delight 
the heart of any curator. There are 
minerals from all parts of the world 
—granite, quartz, silver, gold, iron, 
ores, amber—all classified under the 
headings of calcites, economic miner- 
als, quartz, petrified wood, ores, and 
stalacites.

Cases and cases of marble slabs 


of unusual beauty rival the cases of 
copper, black peat, sandstone 
and 


other minerals in the rough. Preci- 
ous stones still imbedded in the for- 
mations in which they were found 
include

striking agates, and fire opals, and 
there is a model of the Cullinan 
Diamond, the world's largest uncut 
diamond, found in South Africa in 
1905. The diamond was presented to 
King Edward VII by the Transvall 
government, at a cost of 150,000 
pounds. Another educational exhibit 
in the mineral section is one show- 
ing the weathering processes, action 
of wind and water, upon stone for- 
mations. 


The bird department has a large 


peacock, eagles, white pelican, and a 
mounted bird set of the snow bunt- 
ing, showing the bird in three differ- 
ent attitudes. Animals include a pan- 
ther killed near Appleton in 1848, 
deer, squirrels, gopher, bear, white 
weasel, fox, monkey and numerous 
others. The reptile case exhibits liz- 
ards, turtles, porcupine fish, and dis-

KURT AVIATION; 


HELP IS LACKING 


Personnel Is Inadequate to 


Handle All of Jobs in New 
Industry 


. B* J. C. BOYLE

New York — Aviation is suffering 


from growing pains and these are 
now becoming 
acute. 
The most 


painful of these is the shortage of 
adequately trained personnel. This 
does not mean pilots alone. It is the 
lack of trained men among the of- 
fice workers and the white collar 
men which is holding back the pro- 
gress of commercial aviation rather 
than lack of capital or of public. 
dered by recent sham aerial wars 
and 
< bombings, has stimulated the 


industry into this stalemate. 


The aviation industry has devoted 


no small amount of time and energy 
in the last 1$ months to training 
employees, Including pilots, mechan- 
ics and white collar help, but they 
have not been able to catch up with 
requirements. 


"Propably the most unusual con- 


ditions ever encountered 
in 
any 


business exist in aviation today," 
declared Col. Halsey 
Dunwoody, 


•who was chief of supply for the air 
corps of the American Expendition- 
ary Forces during the war and now 
is executive vice president of a big 
commercial aviation company oper- 
ating: mail and passenger service 
between cities of the middle west. 


"The average new industry in the 


past has suffered from lack of capi- 
tal. Lack of money stood in the way 
of expansion, but that is not so of 
aviation today. 


PERSONNEL IS BEHIND 


"Money to expand aviation is pres- 


ent in ample quantities. Stock is- 
sues in aviation 
companies 
are 


oversubscribed but the necessary 
equipment and personnel are years 
behind working capital. An official 
of 'the department of commerce re- 
cently estimated the market value of 
aviation securities at a. billion dol- 
lars. I do not know whether his 
figures are correct but I do know 
that the greatest impediment to the 
progress of aviation and the proper 
use of the great amount of capital 
back of it is the lack of trained men. 
For the last year and a half the 
companies have had "To devote al- 
most all their time to training per- 
sonnel. 


"Xot so long ago we thought that 


a man trained as a pilot, an engineer 
or a mechanic was capable of hand- 
ling any phase of aviation. 
This 


theory has been exploded. The in- 
dustry realizes, just as the railroads 
came to understand in their early 
days, that for every man in the 
cockpit of a plane there must be 
ten in an office somewhere. Just 
consider what 
positions must 
be 


filled that require both ability and 
knowledge of specific lines connect- 
ed with aviation. 


"There is .the traffic 
department 


with its director and his assistants 
the personal solicitation agents and 
traveling agents. There is the book- 
keeping department 
with its ac- 


countants, 
cashiers, ' . bookkeepers 


and auditors. 
The operations de- 


partment requires a "big staff of 
operations managers and assistants, 
field managers and clerks. 
Then 


there are the departments of public- 
ity and advertising, .airplane sales, 
statistics, parts and service 
and 


overhaul and ^repair. Finally there 
is the department of education with

NEED DUAL TRAINING 


"The man who fills any of these 


poistions must have dual training 
first in the fundamentals of the job 
itself and then in the job as it ap 
plies to aviation.

"Take for instance our classes in 


the flying schools. The students wii: 
include cashiers, 
traffic managers 


advertising specialists, civil engin- 
eers, accountants, auditors, 
secre- 


taries and others, all starting to add 
aviation to their present business 
knowledge." 


"It is estimated that it costs the 


United States navy $50,000 to turn 
out a trained naval flyer. It will 
not cost the commercial companies 
that, but they are all investing huge 
sums in the training of pilots, for 
the larger companies are worried 
over the present shortage. 
Compe- 


tent pilots are not being trained 
rapidly enough to fill the jobs open- 
ing up."

OF ADVERTISING 


American Medical Associa- 


tion Expected to Air Mat- 
ter at Session

Chicago—The problem of corpor- 


jate medicine and along with it the 
[question of the ethics of profession- 
lal advertising both arf expected now 
to have a complete airing before the 
next session of the American Medi- 
cal association. 


This result is almost assured by 


the action of the house of delegates 
of the Illinois Medical society, in 
upholding the expulsion from 
the 


Chicago Medical society of 
Dr. 


Louis E. Schmidt, Dr. Sch™ii<3t. a 
widely recognized surgeon, has 
an 


indirect connection with the Illinois 
Public Health 
Institute—organized 


to treat social diseases at nominal 
cost—and this Institute 
advertises 


in order to compete with quack doc- 
tors. 


Dr. Schmidt is determined 
that 


this question of policy—one which 
is agitating the whole medical pro- 
fession to a marked degree—shall be 
passed upon by the highest author- 
ity. 


"I claim," he says, "that the ad- 


vertising conducted by an organiza- 
tion like the Public Health institute, 
which is operated and maintained 
for public service and not for profit 
with the sole aim of promoting pub- 
lic health and furnishing adequate 
medical care in sickness, is based 
upon sound public policy and should 
be supported rather than condemn- 
ed by the medical profession. Such 
advertising is bound to redound to 
the benefit and credit of the pro- 
fession. 


"To interpret the principles 
of 


medical ethics in such a way as to 
prohibit such advertising is incon- 
sistent in my judgment, with the 
traditions of our profession, is con- 
trary to public policy and will be 
regarded by leading physicians and 
by the general public as placing the 
organized medical profession in 
a 


position inimical to the public in- 
terest." 


SOCIETY OBJECTS 


Exactly the opposite view is tak- 


en by the Medical Society. 


"The status of Dr. Schmidt with 


the Chicago Medical society has been 
adjudged merely from a standpoint 
of medical ethics," an editorial in 
the Illinois Medical Journal asserts 
today. 


"Let it be understood that Dr. 


Schmidt was not on the carpet be- 
fore the Chicago Medical society for 
any action on his part that had any- 
thing at all to do with question of 
medical economics, but only on ac- 
count of those details that deal with 
medical ethics. 
The two are 
as 


wide apart as the poles. 


"Medical ethics, based on the Hip- 


pocratic oath and antedating 
the 


Christian era, deal entirely with the 
code of medical behavior as a creed 
of moral guidance. 
Those tradi- 


tional principles are binding on all 
reputable physicians 
and are in- 


tended primarily to safeguard 
the 


interests of patients.

It was discarded after 
the voters in- April cast 237,250 votes 
for a constitutional amendment al- 
lowing the legislature to fix the pay 
for future sessions to 212,846 against 
such an amendment. 


The first proposal to so amend the 


constitution came before 1909 and 
the constitution says that the legis- 
lature must twice approve a consti- 
tutional amendment before it may be 
submitted to the people. So it was 
!Xov. 1910 before voters were asked 
if they would amend the state's or- 
iginal law to allow a $1,000 salary. 
They voted 76,278 to 44,153 against 
the idea. 


Two more legislative sessions vot- 


ed on a proposal to graduate the sal- 
sry still further upward, this time 
for ?1,200 and two cents per mile 
transportation fees. This went to the 
people in Nov. 1914 and they voted 
against it too, 157,202 to 63,907, 


The doughty legislators, thinking 


the fall election ballots too crowd- 
ed with other proposals and candi- 
dates, decided that a more favora- 
ble vote could be obtained in the 
spring, so the sessions of the follow- 
ing two years again pressed salary- 
increase constitution-amendment pro- 
posals and the April 1920 election 
carried the identical question, voted 
upon favorably this time: "Shall the 
constitution be amended to allow the 
legislature to fix the pay of future- 
legislators?" 


REJECT IT AGAIN 


But the voters again rejected high- 


er pay, 132,258 to 126,213, giving al- 
most 2,000 more votes against the 
salaries-set-by-law

than 


were given in its favor in April '29. 


The next bid for more pay was 


made by the assembly and senate in 
1924. 
when, seeing that $1,000, $2,- 


000 and an unannounced sum would 
not work, they proposal $750.
